Manna fallmg from heaven never
had anything on the rain of fish that
occurred in the lower part of Portland
harbor Wednesday forenoon, says the
Portland: Press.
Fish of all kinds came tumbling In-
to the water, ¥ully 10 barrels of her-
ring were picked up: there were in-
numerable cod and haddock and the
§ cunners that were harvested were the
| pick of the deep. For a few minutes
it seemed as if a person could walk
on the fish, they were &o thick about
the harbor. Then the members of the
finny tribe disappeared into the holds
and cockpits of a score of small boats
that gathered around eager for the
harvest,.
| The rain of fish was -caused by the
explosion of three mines near Cow is-
land by the soldiers at Fort McKin-
ley. These were touched up at va-
rious intervals-from 10 o'clock to 12.
After each explosion there was a
shower of fish.. This was spectacular
eénough in Titself, but the appearance
Of the water itself was far more pic-
turesque, High columns of the ele-
ment, extending fully 200 feet in the
air, were thrown up, and when the
water' fell back it made a noise almost
as Joud as the dull roar of the mines.
It did not take long for the news to
Spread that there were fish on the wa-
ter to be had for ‘the picking up.
